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lo The number of radio jamming stations in Hungary has been considerably increased. 
During 1952 four new jamming transmitters have been put into operation; and one 
effly Jn 1953. The latter is in ftecsk (J 36) . In addition to the fixed Ja mming 
transmitters there are several mobile jamming stations mounted on trucks* 

2 e Several jamming stations also exist in Rumania. It is believed that over 40 Jamming 
radio stations exist in a wide circle around Bucharest, and a new very powerful 
one is being completed. 

3* It is rumored that these Jamming stations are destined not only to prevent the 
hearing of western broadcasts, but will form part of a vast system of offensive : 
radio jamming, to be used, in case of war, to interfere with Western Army radio 
communications . 
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
